observe. “See for yourself” 
is the philosophy shared by 
both. 

This is the credo on which 
they base their jobs. Ken 
Kir.’nucan works at the Mc¬ 
Curdy Nature Ceirter in Ea¬ 
ton Canyon Park; his wife, 

Edie Kinnucan, is the na¬ 
turalist employed by the 
city of Arcadia to direct ac¬ 
tivities at Wilderness Park, 

2240 Highland Oaks Drive. 

In each situation the goal, 
whether for Scouts, univer¬ 
sity students or general 
public, is to provide help 
and guidance for doing 
one’s own exploring and ob¬ 
servation. 

Perhaps the Kinnucans 
may be taking for granted 
the important factor of par¬ 
ents’ caring, and the mak¬ 
ing available of opportunity 
to observe, since each was 
fortunate to have had both. 

Ken Kinnucarr’s mother was 
a teacher interested in na¬ 
ture who we.nt hiking. By 
the time he was 12 he had 
begun working with taxi¬ 
dermy, particularly of birds, 
and spent high school vaca¬ 
tions working in this field 
at the Colburn studio in Los 
Angeles. This result e d, 
eventually, in his being 
asked to do the collection of 
birds for the zoology depart¬ 
ment of California State Col¬ 
lege in 1961-62; to sketch¬ 
ing, painting and current 
writing of a study guide on 
birds of this area. 

Perhaps some mid-west 
influence is a help in nature 
interest. Ken’s mother ori¬ 
ginally came from Billings, 

Montana, met his father, a 
native Californian, at Red¬ 
lands. His wife Bdie was 
born and brought up on a 
farm in Idaho Falls, Idaho, 
where as a girl she became 
very busy as a 4-H club 
member for about 9 years, 
winning national honors in 
canning and frozen foods, 
raising geese and chickens 
and a garden, and being in¬ 
volved in a wide assortment 
of projects such as forestry 
and weed and insect con¬ 
trol. At college she began as 
a home ec major, with a 
forestry minor, shifted to 
zoology and wound up 
teaching this for two years 
as a laboratory instructor at 
Penn State, after securing 
her BA from the University 
of Idaho. 

Before moving to Califor¬ 
nia and marrying Kenneth, 

Mrs. Kinnucan also put in 
a year of study at the Uni¬ 
versity of Pittsburgh, at the 
same time that she worked 
with the Mellon Institute of 
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Industrial Research, under a 
Union Carbide Fellowship, 
an blood tests to determine 
the effects of chemicals on 
animals. 

Mr. Kinnucan, who took 
his BA at Cal State of L.A., 
is an honorary member of 
the Geographical Society, 
belonged to Des-o-mounts, 
a nature club of Cal State 
College which studies the 
interrelationships of desert, 
ocean and mountains, and 
has made field trips all over 
the state. 

He has also belonged to 
the L.A. Astronomical So¬ 
ciety, and builds telescopes, 
is currently making a small 
one for his wife. He is now 
working toward his master’s 
degree, counts himself lucky 
to have had 10 units under 
the celebrated professor Ro¬ 
land Ross, who, as a friend 
his mother met when she 
was securing her teacher 
credentials, had encouraged 
Kinnucan as a boy. 

Mrs. Kinnucan is a mem¬ 
ber of the Ecological Society 
of America and the Ameri¬ 
can Institute of Biological 
Science. She did the thesis 
for her master’s on how deer 
utilize chaparral shrubs af¬ 
ter fires, and on the fire his¬ 
tory of the San Gabriel 
Mountains.

Advice Sought For Study

Exchange Might Require 3 or 4 
Favorable Ballots By Electorate 


At its meeting Wednesday night the City Council de¬ 
cided to explore the feasibility of an exchange of land com¬ 
prising its Memorial Park at Sierra Madre Blvd. and 
Hermosa for approximately 
60 acres of hillside land at 
the northerly ei?d of Bald¬ 
win Avenue. 

The swap of 4.2 acres of 
park land for the 60 acres 
owned by Huntington Con¬ 
struction Company and 
Henry V. McNulty plus an 
offer of $100,000 from the de¬ 
veloper was placed before 
the Council at the previous 
meeting with a possible 
late April deadline. Council 
concluded that the only log¬ 
ical step available to it was 
to obtain a feasibility study 
from the Parks and Recrea¬ 
tion Commission and from 
the Planning Commission, 
plus a land appraisal of 
both pieces of property so 
that all facts may be put 
before the public at a pub¬ 
lic hearing. 

The public hearing was 
set for an adjourned meet¬ 
ing to be held April 5.

Critical and expensive 
high school facilities are 
used only 840 hours per 
year, remainirrg idle more 
than 90 per cent of the time. 
The Association believes 
that modern methods of 
value analysis and opera¬ 
tional research could point 
the way to better 'utiliza¬ 
tion without the necessity 
for double sessions. 

Fleck accused the board 
of concealing the drastic 
decline in the local birth¬ 
rate, which has dropped 20 
per cent in just the past two 
years.

School Bonds — Vote ‘NO 


Of course, in no way am I opposed to proper education, 
and in an atmosphere of beautiful buildings, open classes 
and competent teachers, with playgrounds, stadiums and 
marble halls, but when it comes to the place of choosing 
between the luxury of education and the loosing of one’s 
home, then it is time to put a “screeching halt” to the 
unnecessary, be satisfied with the average, and live and 
let live. 

I could argue with the facts of necessity in the pro¬ 
posed $19,000,000 school bond election, but I believe you 
are as intelligent as I, and with the heavy assessments 
placed against the homeowner and taxpayer, this is not 
the time to exploit new school facilities. Repairs, yes, but 
not to the tune of 19-million dollars. 

Sierra Madreans are already carrying an excessive 
load when it comes to taxes, and when it is figured out 
that to secure approximately $221,000 in needed repairs for 
our school buildings locally we are going to have to pay 
over $1,408,000. 

Figures, supplied by those in favor of the passage of 
the bonds, state that it will be a mere 32c per $100 valu¬ 
ation that will be added to our tax rate. Schools, last year, 
cost Sierra Madre Taxpayers $4.96 per $100 valuation or 
approximately, one million, ninty-one thousand, add to 
this the 32 cents and you raise the rate to $5.18 per $100 
valuation and raise our school taxes to one million one 
hundred and forty thousand. 

And this is not all of the story by any means. Should 
the issue pass, then their will be added to the rate 
maintenance costs, salaries for additional teachers, etc. 
If these costs do not come within the budget allowances 
then you will bo presented with an override election within 
the year. 

In a report by school budget study committee of Tax- 
action it is stated there is “reason to believe a program of 
expensive cross-town bussing is contemplated.” It maintains 
that the election is one the first of three, that the second 
election — to set up a new junior college district — will 
bring an almost automatic 25 per cent tax increase and 
the third election will be for a tax override. 

Folks, they speak of only an increase of $32 a year 
on a home valued at $40,000. Actually, if this happens, 
and no other agency increases its levy for the next year, 
the overall tax on that home is going to be in excess of 
$1000 in taxes, over half of this amount will be going for 
schools. 

Stop this while you can, at the voting booth, believe 
me there is another way, and it’s not by taking homes away 
from our people. 

These little "32 cent frills” can very well prove to 
be the “straw that broke the camel’s back.” It is time to 
provide the taxpayer with some measure of relief rather 
than adding on more costs. Of course, those that will 
suffer most will be those living on a fixed income who 
can no longer afford the real "basics” let alone the little 
“extras” being tacked on.

Odd Consistency 


One of the more incredible activities of the War on 
Poverty has been the financing of New York’s "Black 
Repertory Theater’ which produced plays depicting white 
people as degenerates, and preached hatred of the Cau- 
casan race. 

The Theater’s director, LeRoi Jones, has been widely 
quoted as defending his performances with the comment: 
“I don’t see anything wrong with hating white people.” 

When the Office of Economic Opportunity was ques¬ 
tioned about the use of federal funds to promote race 
hatred, according to the publication Human Events, it gave 
the rather lame answer that while it "does not condone or 
excuse the production of these plays” it "obviously has not 
attempted to censor the specific offerings.” Its reasoning 
was that such programs are not subject to federal control 
even though they are financed by federal funds. 

This is a switch. The United States Supreme Court long 
ago enunciated the principal that what the federal govern¬ 
ment finances the federal government must control. The 
government didn’t hestiate to withhold education funds for 
Chicago at the request of a racial minority group. It 
doesn’t hesitate to manuplate the steel market to achieve 
price control. 

A good many Americans increasingly wonder why con¬ 
sistency is a bureaucratic virtue only until it hampers the 
radical left.

Cost of Welfare 


“Even in the Great Society, it would be cheaper to send 
the unemployed to Harvard.” 

That wry editorial comment comes from the Charles¬ 
ton, South Carolina, News and Courier. It has to do with 
some revealing facts concerning training projects in Vir¬ 
ginia, as disclosed by Senator Robertson of that state. 
Examples: 36 unemployed kitchen helpers were being 
trained at a cost of $33,601. Sixty unemployed persons were 
being trained as nurses’ aides at a cost of $78,390. Eighteen 
unemployed workers were being trained as bricklayers at 
a cost of $70,579. 

Senator Robertson did a little arithmetic and found 
that it cost $3,921 to train each bricklayer and $5,497 to 
train each plumber’s helper. Even in these days of infla¬ 
tion, you can get a good deal of college education for that 
kind of money. 

You may be for or against the antipoverty and other 
welfare programs, but one thing is crystal clear: The costs, 
largely because the fine and grasping hand of politics is 
always present, run inordinately high in the light of the 
results obtained. And those costs are almost invariably 
greater than the optimistic preliminary estimates.
